Amin's 'spectacular gathering' rescheduled

A 'weekend! canoe trip on the 
Schuylkill River and Perkiomen 
Creek ended in tragedy at the 
B.F. Good rich dam In Oaks 
when the canoe capsized in the 
churning waters sending four 
persons to their deaths. 
The bodies of a Phoenixville 
area man and three. Chester 
Cbunty residents were pulled

from the Perkiomen Creek near 
the dam Sunday afternoon more 
than 16 hours after the canoe 
overturned. 
U pper 
Providence 
police 
identified the four victims as 
Craig Pitcher, 23, of Gertrude 
Avenue, Perkiomen Junction. 
Phoenixville 
RD 
1; 
Daniel 
Black, 17. Brian Alfierri, 17. and 
Cathy Nolan, 20, all of Radnor. 
Police said the four set out on 
a canoe trip In Pitcher’s private 
canoe from his parent’s house on 
G e rt r u d e 
Avenue 
4 
p.m. 
Saturday. They told Pitcher’s 
girlfriend—who was planning to 
go along but changed her mind 
at the last minute—that they 
would only be gone an hour. 
They never returned. 
Police said the victims pad- 
deled 
the 
aluminum 
canoe 
upstream in the Schuylkill to the 
mouth of the Perkiomen Creek 
and started up the creek. Police 
said they paddeled fairly close 
to the 25 foot high dam which 
provides water power for the 
nearby 
Goodrich 
plant, 
and 


capsized in the turbulent waters. 
“ The Perkiomen Creek down 
at the dam was churning like a 
washing machine.“ said Mon­

More 
than 
200 volunteers 
from 12 area fire companies 
joined forces with rescue squad 
diving units, Upper and Lower 
Providence 
police and 
state 
police in searching the area for 
the victims. 
The 
search 
began 
shortly 
after 11 p.m. Saturday when Mr. 
Pitcher’s 
girlfriend, 
Pam ela 
Johnstone. Kutztown, reported 
the canoers missing to Lower 
Providence police. After con­ 
ducting a brief search, police 
alerted the Mont Clare and Oaks 
fire companies who began a 
search of the shore area for 
wreckage at 1 a.m. 
They were soon joined1 by 
volunteers 
from 
the 
Lower 
Providence Fire and Rescue 
com,panics; CollegeviUe; West 
End and other fire companies 
from as far away as Souderton 
in the search. 
At 3:30 a.m . the search was 
called off until daylight. 
Meanwhile,

man phoned police and said he 
pulled a canoe from the river

Bridge 
shortly before 5 p.m. Saturday. 
The man told police he thought 
the canoe was a castoff, and so 
he fished it out of the water and

And amid signs that Amin 
planned some sort of spec­ 
tacular gathering at the airport 
W ednesday, 
Radio 
Uganda 
warned that the United States 
should not mount a raid similar 
to the Israelis’. 
In 
Washington, 
President 
C arter said the United States 
was monitoring the Ugandan 
situation “ closely, trying not, to 
upset 
President 
Amin, 
and 
trying to take advantage of his 
good wishes that he has ex­ 
pressed. 
“ We’ve had offers from the 
U.N. to intercedo, but we’ve 
handled our affairs through the 
German embassy, and so far 


there’s nothing to cause deep 
concern,” Carter told reporters 
while visiting his daughter-in- 
law at Bethesda Naval Hospital. 
“ In the event of any invasion,

disintegrated by the Ugandan 
arm ed forces,” the radio said, 
quoting a “ military spokesman”

Phoenixville

There is a memory of Dyers

years, but finally was sealed off 
to trespassers. 
The Goodrich Dam on the 
Memorial Day weekend of 1973, 
took the life of David Lupton, 27, 
Audubon,, who went rafting with 
a brother and a friend. 
Because of heavy rains the 
Perkiomen was three times its 
normal depth and turbulent. The 
raft 
capsized 
and 
Lupton 
disappeared for nearly a week. 
When 
divers 
began 
their 
search for the sixth consecutive 
day, they found his body at the 
bottom of the creek nearly half a 
mile from 
where he disap­ 
peared. 
The most recent drowning of 
an area person occurred last 
Aug. 14, when a Lower Pott­ 
sgrove man was killed after 
striking his head on a cliff and 
falling into a w ater-filled quarry 
in Plymouth Township. 
Thomas J. Yednock Jr., 19. 
was swimming with a group of 
friends on the property of the 
Alan Wood Steel Co.

Alternative 
The majority of Pottstown’s population 
will never have to deal directly with any 
segment of the Alternatives program. 
And tor that reason, an important part of 
the community might be forced to close its 
doors soon because of lack of support. 
Because a lot of the people aren’t familiar 
with the workings of Alternatives, the 
program has had to battle the stigmas of an 
uneducated public. Coupled with the general 
apathetic nature of most people and the lack 
of funds engulfed in bureaucratic red tape. 
Alternatives is in deep trouble. 
And if the program goes under, a lot of 
unfortunate area residents are going to go 
under also. 
Alternatives is looked upon in many dif­ 
ferent ways by those who seek its help. It’s a 
temporary home for young people on the 
move, or for those with domestic or other 
problems. 
It’s the first Step toward rehabilitation for 
people afflicted with alcoholism, venereal 
disease, young girls who are pregnant with 
nowhere to turn. 
It has become a comforting station for 
twisted minds contemplating suicide, or 
people iust suffering from loneliness. It has 
also helped rape victims, who had no place 
else to turn. 
But all this compassion, this invaluable 
help might be turned off. because of lack of 
funds. 
The program’s allotment of county funds is 
being cut back from, 147,000 to S20.000 this 
year. Other federal funds are being held up 
by red tape. Community response has been 
next to nothing. 
So where does the program go? With a 
160,000 budget and only a fraction of that in 
revenue, Alternatives has no place to go but 
down. 
There is hope though. If the people of 
Pottstown are made to feel that they need 
this program, it can be salvaged. Con­ 
tributions are needed, and they’re needed 
quickly. 
Some consideration from the United Way 
would also be helpful. 
And what about local business and civic 
groups? What could be more rewarding 
than saving a program dedicated to helping 
people climb from the lowest points of their 
lives? 
Pottstown is in danger of losing this ser­ 
vice. And if it does, the community will 'be 
that much the worse for it. But it’s not too 
late. Action is needed now. 
Alternatives has been described as a 
*4 shoestring * ’ ope rat ion. 
Well, the shoestring is ready to snap. It’s 
up to us to keep it together.

We must work to regain 
freedoms lost and stop this 
headlong ro«h into a “One 
World” socialistic dictatorship 
with our voices, our pens, our 
votes, and our influence. For we 
have been tolerant of tyranny 
far too long. And apathy leads to 
slavery.

The tuna fleets net a dilemma 
Two years ago tuna fishermen 
killed 154,000 porpoises in the 
Pacific Ocean. The ecologists 
made a good case in Congress 
for the friendly, defenseless 
porpoises and the bad. bad 
fishermen. 
The facts are complex. There 
are no villainous aspects. The 
fishermen do not want to net 
porpoises. They are after tuna 
Unfortunately, tuna swim under 
and behind schools of porpoises. 
The big boats out of San Diego 
and San Pedro must first search 
for frolicking porpoises. 
Porpoises are animals. They 
breathe air. When they are 
caught in a net with the valuable 
tuna, porpoises panic and 
strangle to death. Laws which 
have been passed to protect the 
porpoises now Inhibit fishermen 
from catching tuna. 
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SETTING THE NETS 
Some fishermen are bankrupt 
trying to obey the law. When 
they spot porpoises at sea, they 
set their nets in a big arc behind 
the mother ship. Small noisy 
speedboats are launched to 
scare the tuna into the mouth of 
the net. 
When porpoises leap inside, 
the speedboat pilots must 
prevent the sagging net from, 
collapsing on them. They must 
also yank the rear part of the net 
and sink it so that porpoises can 
find a way out. Thus a can of 
tuna becomes more and more 
expensive. 
Ancient Greece looked upon 
the porpoise as an intelligent 
friend of man. A classic statue 
was designed showing a joyous 
Greek boy riding the glistening

back of a porpoise, hanging onto 
the dorsal fin. 
Today there are sailors who 
believe that, if a ship sinks, 
porpoises will surface and show 
the way to shore. This is 
legendary sentiment. Porpoises 
are shy animals. Inside a net, 
some will drop slowly to the 
bottom and commit suicide. 
They live in all seas family- 
style. They swim by thrashg 
their tails up and down and can 
reach 24 miles per hour. In 
schools, the young bulls are 
placed on the outside of the 
group, expectant mothers in the 
middle.

Mandatory sentence 
HARRISBURG — Should the 
option of imposing sentences in 
certain crime convictions be 
removed from the province of 
the courts and in certain in­ 
stances ¡be made mandatory? 
The issue unquestionably will 
come before lawmakers again 
this year as it did last year when 
it came within a few shouts of 
being enacted into law — only 
this time proponents of the 
m andatory sentencing feel 
confident it will gain ultimate 
passage. 
What the Governor would do 
should such legislation be sent to 
his desk never has been made 
clear one way or the other. 
Last year the vehicle that 
would have ultimately provided 
for mandatory sentencing in 
certain cases of crime con­ 
victions started out innocently 
enough as a Senate measure 
designed to give people who 
lease items such as cars, more 
protection in dealing with the 
theft of the leased property. 
However after the bill passed 
the Senate and went to the House 
of Representatives it came in for 
heavy amending to include a 
number of proposed changes in 
the State Crimes Code, 
These changes by the House 
not only were concerned with 
the theft of leased property but 
also provided for the sale and 
use of the somewhat suddenly 
notorious “laser guns’’ (stun­ 
ning electric impact), further 
defining a deadly weapon and 
providing for sentencing for 
robbery, arson and rape, 
prohibiting the alteration of 
identification marks on movable 
personal property, adding a 
crime of theft by government 
officials and employes, and 
prohibiting the unauthorized 
installation of certain automatic 
emergency dialing apparatus. 
The much enlarged and 
ballooned Senate measure, 
blown somewhat out of its 
original proportions, hit a solid 
roadblock when the measure 
was returned by the House to the 
Senate for concurrence in the 
House changes. 
The resultant stalemate sent 
the measure to a House-Senate 


conference committee in an 
attempt to iron out the dif­ 
ferences between the two 
chambers. 
Upshot of this conference 
committee bargaining in give 
and take in an effort to come up 
with a bill ageeable to both 
chambers was a report that 
concerned itself primarily with 
providing mandatory jail sen­ 
tences for habitual felons. 
This in itself, backers felt, was 
better than nothing and at least 
a start on the road even though 
all but the provisions concerning 
the emergency dialing ap­ 
paratus, alteration of iden­ 
tification marks on movable 
personal property, and the theft 
of leased property were also 
removed. 
This conference committee 
report of the stripped down 
measure was given the Senate 
nod of approval when presented 
to that chamber — but it faltered 
in the House of Representatives.

When the 
porpoises are discovered - 
sometimes 500 in a school • the 
loudspeakers aboard the mother 
ship blare for action. Small boa

speedboats literally scare the 
tuna toward the net. Some of the 
porpoises leap from the sea into 
the seine.

Fishermen must count and 
report the porpoise kill. Nearby, 
they watoh foreign fishermen 
neHing porpoises and hacking 
them up on deck. Other nations 
use the sporty animals as dog 
and cat food. Our fishermen 
burn with fury. They are 
helpless...

Preparing form 1040A 


(First of seven columns) 
Much of the information you 
will read in this tax series 
starting today is available from 
no other source—not even from 
the U.S. Treasury itself. The 
reason is that many of the tax 
strategy moves have been dug 
out of obscure regulations or 
little-noticed court decisions in 
1976.Trained though your local IRS 
agents may be, they may not 
even be aware of some of the 
new regulations, circulated to a 
limited degree or only a few 
months old. The U.S. Treasury 
may not have publicized a court 
decision because it disagrees 
and is resisting the decision. Or 
the rulings may have been 
“buried” in a mass of other 
rulings issued at the same time. 
Without fear. I guarantee 
you'll save money, time and 
trouble by reading with care, 
between as well as on the lines, 
and heeding many of the hints 
that may be directly applicable 
to you. 
Before I report these new 
rules and decisions, though, let 
me warn you that, because of 
changes made by the massive 
1976 Tax Reform Act, you easily 
may overpay your taxes and, 
even worse, unnecessarily invite 
an IRS audit of your return. To 
begin with Form I040A ... 
In “reforming” and “sim­ 
plifying” the tax law, Congress 
made your income tax returns 
so much more complex that 
even the Commissioner of In­ 
ternal Revenue himself offers 
some apologetic remarks on the 
*76 forms packages. As a result, 
millions of you who should be 
able to prepare your own 
“ simple” Form 1040A may feel 


forced to pay someone else to do 
the job for you. 
But if you follow the guides in 
today's column, you can do your 
own return and avoid that ex­ 
pense. 
There are two new major 
complications on your ’76 Form 
1040A: (1) you must figure out 
your own standard deduction 
and enter that total at line 13b; 
and (2) you must make a double 
computation in calculating how 
much credit you can take 
against your tax at line 17. 
(1) After you add up all your 
income at line 12, you bring that 
total income over to line 13a. 
Now here is a translation of line 
13b to help you figure out your 
own standard deduction. 
• If you are married and filing 
a joint return, or if you are a 
surviving spouse entitled to file 
a joint return and if the amount 
you wrote at line 13a is less than 
$13,125, your standard deduction 
is $2,100. If your amount on line 
13a is $17,500 or more, your 
standard deduction Is $2,800'. If 
the amount on line 13a is 'bet­ 
ween $13,125 and $17,499, your 
deduction is 16 per cent of that 
total. If multiplication is hard 
for you, try to use someone’s 
pocket calculator for the 
multiplication. It’s as simple as 
that. 
v 
* If you are single or an un­ 
married head of household, the 
procedure is the same, except 
that the numbers are different. 
If the amount you entered on 
line 13a is less than $10,625, your 
standard deduction is $1,700. If 
it's $15,000 or more, your 
deduction is $2,400. If line 13a is 
between $10,625 and $14,999, 
your deduction is 16 per cent of 
that amount. Use the calculator. 


* If you are married and filing 
separately, the only difference 
again is numbers. If line 13a is 
less than $6,562.50 your 
deduction is $1,050. If it’s $8,750 
or more, your deduction is 
$1,400. If line 13a is between 
$6,562.50 and $8,749.99, your 
standard deduction is 16 per cent 
of that amount. The calculator 
will figure it. 
(2) The other complication is a 
double' computation for the 
personal exemption credit you 
can take against your tax. Here 
is how you should handle this, 
advises Leon Gold, a top tax 
expert of The Research Institute 
of America. 
* If your taxable income on 
line 15 of Form 1G40A is $9,000 or 
more, your credit on line 17b is 
$180, unless you showed more 
than five exemptions on line 6d. 
If you showed more than five, 
your credit is the number of 
exemptions on line 6d multiplied 
by $35. For instance, six 
exemptions on line 6d gives you 
a credit of $2:10'. 
* If your line 15 is less than 
$9,000, first show 2 per cent of 
your taxable income on line 17b. 
Then multiply the number of 
exemptions on line 6d times $35 
on line 17a. Take the higher 
amount of 17a or 17b as your 
credit. 
Keep this column at your side 
when you fill out Form 1040A. It 
will prevent millions of you from 
deciding the form is too com­ 
plicated for you and thus 
wasting money and time seeking 
outside (and not necessarily 
good) assistance.

his knowledge to provide them 
with materials that could be 
used for nuclear weapons. 


The magazine said Traube’s 
mail was opened, his telephone 
was tapped and his home was 
bugged in 1975 and 1976 while he 
was working for Interatom, a 
subsidiary of Siemens

builds nuclear reactors. 


It said Traube was working on 
a fast-breeder reactor, a new 
type that produces more nuclear 
m aterial than it uses as fuel.

Child abuse: 
Parents reach out to break the chain

P atte W heat’s first published 
book was a com edy, ‘‘Three for 
a 
W edding.” 
that 
was good 
enough and funny enough to be 
picked up for a movie, ‘ Dr., 
You’ve Got To Be Kidding. ” 
That was in 1965. Her second 
published book will never be 
m ade into a com edy — th ere’s 
not hing funny about it. 
“ I wrote the first draft of ‘By- 
Sanction of the Victim’ five 
years ago,” she said. “ It took 
five years to get it published 
because no one wanted to touch 
it — they didn't think people 
would want to read it.” 
“ By Sanction of the Victim" is 
a fictionalized account of an 
actual child abuse case. 
The fictionalized victim, a 13- 
year-old girl, survives — just

during a two-week stay with a 
woman and her children. 
The real-life victim , an older 
teen-ager who was left with a 
fam ily for several months, did 
not survive. 
Wheat read of the tragedy. 


which actually happened in the 
Midwest in 1965. and her interest 
in hum an nature left an unan­ 
sw ered question in her mind, she 
said. 
"W hy did' the girl stay in a 
situation w here she was killed

sought help. She could have 
gotten aw ay.” 
As she began researching the 
case from clippings and from 
p art of the court transcript, it* 
becam e clear that the girl was 
already a victim of em otional 
neglect, already had a poor self- 
im age.

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Flaring off results In big waste of natural gas 


HARRISBURG (API — In the 
midst; of dark suspicions about 
the validity of a natural Ras 
shortaRe, there is a R a s industry 
practice that has resulted in 
waste of stupendous 
propor­ 
tions. 


The practice, called flarinR 
off. sends vast clouds of the 
precious fuel roarinR into the 
atmosphere from wells, just to 
get it out of the way. 


No one in the industry would 
estim ate how much Ras was 
flared off in any Riven period, 
but Ras producers aren’t shy 
about tellinR why they nave done 
It. 
"It's 
sometimes 
more ex­ 
pedient to flare that Ras in 
shallow oil fields because the 
Federal Power Commission has 
made it so touRh to Ret a decent 
price," 
said 
Jam es 
Bryner, 
president of the Pennsylvania 
O i l , 
G a s 
a n d 
M i n e r a l 
Association. 


“ Some of our producers are 
RottinR 29 cents for that Ras. 
Twenty-nine cents! And they’re 
payinR $2.25 to put the Ras back 
in their house from the Ras 
company," he said. 


The 29-cent figure would be for 
IJW cubic feet of gas (m cf) at 
the well. It is the amount gas 
producers can get at some wells 
covered both by old contracts 
and federal price regulations. 


For most older wells, those 
dr i l l e d 
b efo re 
1973, 
th e 
regulations set the price at 
between 59 cents and 69.9 cents 
per mcf. The regulated price is 
usually 
$1.42 mcf for wells 
drilled since 1973. 


Gas that does not cross state 
lines is not regulated and sells 
for anywhere from $1.70 per mcf 
— the going price in Penn­ 
sylvania — to $2.50 in some 
areas. 


It would cost some Penn­ 
sylvania 
producers 
more to 
gather the gas than they could 
get for it. Also, many wells are 
combination oil and gas, and the 
lucrative oil can’t be pumped 
until the gas is gone. 


So the producers sometimes 
open their valves and let the gas 
blast ino the atmosphere. 
"T hat flaring is wanton waste. 
You have to admit that. But the 
reason is just economics," said 
Louis Geer, a Warren County 
producer. 


There are other ways to waste 
gas. Several years ago huge 
undergrund 
storage facilities 
were 
kept 
under such 
high 
pressure they would sometimes 
burst. 


In the late 1960s gas from, the 
Leidy storage field in Clinton 
County 
came 
bubbling 
up 
through 
a 
creek 
and 
thun­ 
derously 
blew 
the 
drilling 
casings out of a nearby gas well. 


Much of the storage field’s 170 
billion cubic feet of gas was lost. 
That is more than a fourth of all 
the gas in reservoirs under 
Pennsylvania’s portion of Lake 
Erie. 


In Lackawanna County, four 
persons died a few years ago 
when gas was forced from a 
storage area into a boarding 
home. 


The 
Lac k a wa nn a 
Coun t y 
incident resulted in laws that 
ban 
such 
high 
underground 
pressures, and flaring is now the 
m ajor souce of waste. 


When natural gas is flared off, 
it creates a spectacular vapor 
cloud 
and makes a 
roaring 
sound as it rushes skyward. 


Gas is also flared off when a 
well first comes in, to eliminate 
water and other debris, and for 
testing. That flaring takes up to 
two days and involves 200,000 to 
300.000 cubic feet of gas for each 
well. 


"There is no flaring, to my 
knowledge, on deep gas, or on 
wells that large gas compsnies 
would drill, except when the 
wells were being initially drilled 
in and tested," said Bryner. 


Smaller producers are more 
likely to flare gas. 
"The reason they flare gas is 
because...the 
price 
is 
not 
economical enough to gather 
It," said Jack Hcnnig, president 
of International Petroleum in 
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W arren County. 
He said his company now has 
100 wells, mostly for oil, and no 
longer flares. 
“ But we’re not producing at 
the 
m om ent 
either. 
We’re 
waiting 
for 
pipeline 
con­ 
nection s, * * Hen n i g sa id. 
“ We 
can’t 
be 
accused of 
flaring gas, but there are others 
who can be," he added. 
"There are wells that are 50 
years old, even today, that are 


still flaring gas. We don't own 
any of that kind of stuff," 
There is some gas produced 
and consumed in Pennsylvania 
that still comes under federal 
price regulation. 
That’s because there are no 
state 
distribution 
system s 
available and it can be tran­ 
smitted only through interstate 
pipelines. 
"W hen 
the 
gas 
gets 
co- 
mingled 
the 
FPC 
(Federal 


Power 
Com misión) 
takes 
a 
rather dim view of whether 
th at’s intrastate gas or not, even 
though 
it’s used 
within the 
state," Hennig said. 
Louis 
Geer 
has 
wells 
in 
Sheffield township that provide 
gas for customers in the same 
township. It nonetheless comes 
under federal regulations. 
"That price a year ago was 
$1.58 (per mcf) and now it’s 69.9 
cents tecause of the spudin 


dates of the wells," Geer said. A 
spud-ln date is the time a well 
begins producing. 
The 
Sheffield 
t ownship 
custom ers pay the same price 
for G eer’s gas that they would 
pay for gas from Texas or 
'Louisiana. If Geer had a way to 
distribute the gas other than 
through the interstate pipeline, 
he could get around $1.70 per 
mcf. 
‘‘1 
wouldn’t spend another 


dime 
drilling 
or 
trying 
to 
develop gas unless somebody 
has some sort of a guarantee 
that 
the 
market 
place 
will 
decide the price," he said. 
But Geer said he does not flare 
gas from any of his 200 wells, 
which are mostly «i-gas com­ 
binations. He said he uses much 
of the gas in other parts of his 
business operation. 
“ We don’t flare any gas. What 
we lose just leaks," he said.

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Study suggests criminals use high-priced guns 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A new 
crime study suggests that 
crimináis use high-priced pistols 
as often as cheap “Saturday 
night specials.” The finding 
may poke holes in the theory 
that laws prohibiting inex­ 
pensive handguns may go a long 
way toward curbing crime. 
“Analysis of types of firearms 
confiscated suggests that price 
is not a significant factor in the 
handguns used for the com­ 
mission of crimes,” the report 
Department 
checks charge 
against FBI 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Justice Department is in­ 
vestigating an FBI informer’s 
allegations that bureau agents 
directed him to break into a 
congresswoman’s home and 
paid him not to testify before a 
grand jury probing the FBI, 
sources said Sunday. 
“These are strictly allegations 
and they are in the process of 
being checked out” by depart­ 
ment investigators, one source 
said.The sources said they do not 
y e t h a ve e v i d e n c e to 
corroborate the charges made 
about a week ago by Timothy 
Redfearn, an informer paid by 
the Denver FBI office to spy on 
the city’s Socialist Workers 
Party members. 
Redfearn reportedly told 
Justice Department officials 
that last year at the direction of 
the FBI he broke into the Denver 
hom e of Rep. P a t r i c i a 
Schroeder. D-Colo. 
He also stated that the two 
FBI agents paid bjni 54.100 for 
stealing documents and refusing 
to testify before a Denver grand 
jury investigating the FBI’s role 
in the break-in and theft of 
documents from the Socialist 
Workers Party’s headquarters, 
the sources said. 
The FBI issued a statement 
denying the allegations. 
“The allegation concerning 
C ongressw om an P a tric ia 
Schroeder is without foundation 
and not true,” the FBI said. The 
agents accused of making the 
payoffs, John A11 mon and Frank 
Renner, “deny that they paid 
Redfearn money for any pur­ 
pose during this period and 
specifically deny paying him in 
order to prevent his testimony 
before a grand jury in Denver," 
the FBI said. 
R e d f e a r n m a d e th e 
allegations when questioned in 
Denver by Asst. Atty. Gen. J. 
Stanley Pottinger and two other 
government lawyers who were 
co n d uctin g a broad in­ 
v estig atio n into alleged 
burglaries conducted by FBI 
agents and informers, the 
sources said. 
He repeated his account to 
Ruth Getts, a Denver Socialist 
Workers Party official, and 
other party representatives. 
The congresswoman said in a 
telephone interview that she is 
familiar with Redfearn’s ac­ 
count but has not attempted to 
verify it. She said there have 
been several break-ins at the 
family’s Denver home. 


proposes 
sell off of big 
farm properties 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Jam es Abourerk is introducing 
a bill that would require big 
agribusiness corporations to sell 
off their farm properties within 
five years. 
“Only 4 per cent of the 
nation’s population remains on 
farms today and corporations 
already exert far more control 
than should ever have been 
allowed,” the South Dakota 
Democrat said in a statement. 
“If we wait any longer to 
counteract this trend, the battle 
will be lost." 
' Abourezk noted that since 
World War II, 2,000 farms and 
300 rural businesses have been 
driven out of business each 
week. He cited estimates that by 
1980 half the American food 
supply will be under corporate 
control. By 1985, he said, cor­ 
porations will control nearly 75 
per cent. 
"Competition is needed to 
lower prices and balance out the 
market in favor of the producer 
and consum er,’* he said. 
“ Corporate control inhibits 
he a 11hy m a rket com petition. 
Aside from economic costs, it 
also burdens our country with 
added social costs caused by the 
forced migration of rural and 
family farmers to cities and 
towns.” 
His bill would require cor­ 
porations that hold more than $3 
million in non farm assets to 
dispose of their farm properties. 


said. “The data indicate that 
expensive handguns are used as 
often as inexpensive ones.” 
"This finding bears directly 
on the potential of legislative 
proposals to ban certain types of 
handguns based on their 
quality,” it added. 
The analysis was contained in 
the report released Sunday by 
the Police Foundation, which 
conducted a two-year research 
project to learn more about the 
kinds of guns used in crimes. 


The foundation is a private 
nonprofit organization which 
promotes research on police 
issues. 
The Police Foundation is 
financed by the Ford Foun­ 
dation and headed by Patrick 
Murphy, former New York City 
police commissioner. 
The researchers analyzed a 
sampling of police records of 
Area r m s confisc a ted d urin g 
different periods of 1974. 1975 
and 1976. 


“Of the firearms in the 
sample, the brand confiscated 
most often was Smith A Wesson, 
a maker of moderate-and high 
priced firearms,” the report 
said. Colt, which produces guns 
in the same moderatc-to- 
expenslve range, was the brand 
seized second most often. 
The two manufacturers ac­ 
counted for about one-fourth of 
the 5,547 weapons seized. 
Only 15.9 per cent of the 
confiscated weapons were 


produced by companies 
primarily engaged in making 
cheap pistols known as Saturday 
night specials, the report said. 
Of 144 firearms confiscated in 
New York, the study said, 44 
models were selling at retail for 
$60 or less, while 42 were priced 
at $121 or more with the rest 
falling in the middle. 
The report noted that not all 
confiscated guns had been used 
in crimes. Police found some of 


them; others were voluntarily 
turned in by citizens. But the 
researchers estimated that 80 
per cent of the confiscated guns 
had been used in crimes. 
The study was based on data 
furnished by the FBI, the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms, and police depart­ 
ments in Atlanta, Baltimore, 
Boston, Chicago, Detroit, 
H o u s t o n , Ne w 
Y o r k , 
Philadelphia, San Francisco and 
Washington, D.C.

Staff prepares daily news summary for Carter 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Six 
evenings a week, between 9 p.m. 
and 10 p.m., a member of the 
White House staff drops off a 
sheaf of papers assembled for 
an exclusive audience of one: 
the 
President of the United 
States. 
It is the White House news 
sum m ary, generally a 10-page 
compilation of recent news lifted 
from news service wires, the 
nation's newspapers and net­ 
work television programs. If is 
designed to give the President a 
quick, 
concise, 
easy-to-read 
view of world, national 
and 
regional events and how they 
were 
covered 
by 
the 
news 
media. 
So, 
on 
late 
W ednesday 
evening, 
reading 
the 
news 
summary dated Thursday, Feb. 
24. Carter could have learned, 
for instance, that Gulf Oil Co. 
h ad 
b een 
c h a rg e d 
w ith 
withholding natural gas, that 
delays he advocated in 19 water 
p r o j e c t s 
w ere 
a n g e r in g 
Congress, or that exotic birds 
may carry a disease deadly to 
poultry. 
The news summary is put 
together by five persons who 
work in a first-floor, carpeted 
suite in the old Executive Office 
Building next door to the White 
House on Pennsylvania Avenue. 
Each day they read the news 
wires of The Associated Press 
and United Press International, 
watch 
the three commercial 
networks' television news shows 
and 
scan 
as 
many 
as 
100 
newspapers. They subscribe to 
33 papers and receive twice as 
many 
on 
a 
complimentary 
basis. 
The office director is Claudia 
T o w n se n d , 
a 
24-y e a r-o ld 
Georgian who had worked as a 
r e p o r te r 
in 
A tlanta 
and 
Washington 
covering 
Jimmy 
Carter the governor and Jimmy 
Carter the candidate. 
"We are not. don’t want to be, 
and don't pretend to be Carter's 
only source of information." she 
said. "We give him a general 
overview on what is happening 
in the national news." 
She said the President reads

but

sum m ary he would be unlikely 
to know what other newspapers

BOSTON (A P) — The United 
States stretches its jurisdiction 
Tuesday to cover fishing fleets 
of all nations operating within 
260 miles of its coast. It’s a test 
of a 
government’s 
right 
to 
regulate the open seas beyond 
the traditional territorial limits. 
Nearly four years after its 
introduction, 
legislation 
ex­ 
tending the U.S. fishing limit 
from 12 to 200 miles goes into 
effect in an effort to protect 
domestic fishermen along all 
coasts from foreign fleets. 
From 
March 1 and after, 
Soviet and other East and West 
European fleets operating off 
the East Coast, and Japanese 
and other foreign fishermen off 
the West Coast will need permits 
to drop their nets anywhere 
within 200 miles of the United 
States. 
The legislation applies only to 
fishermen and does not affect 
the 
tra d itio n a l 
th ree-m ile 
territorial limit. 
But the legislation reflects 
growing interest of governments 
throughout 
the 
world 
in 
protecting resources in the seas 
beyond their usual territorial 
limits. 
The unilateral action by the 
Unites States in extending its 
own limits also reflects the 
failure of the United Nations 
Law of the Sea Conference to 
agree on worldwide limits.

fearing

invite retaliation against U.S. 
interests by countries restrained 
by the extended limits. 
West Coast tuna and shrimp

defeating 
la c k lu ste r 
D em ocratic 
in­ 
cumbent Harry Menhom. 
In a legislature steeped in 
orthodoxy, Goebel is anything 
but dull. 
His 
appearance 
is 
flam ­ 
b o y a n t, 
e s p e c i a l l y 
by 
Harrisburg standards. 
Attired in splashy denim, his 
flowing grayish hair falls to his 
shoulders and a Fu Manchu 
m o u s ta c h e 
d ro o p s 
sp e c ­ 
tacularly. 
He is 5-foot-10 but looks taller, 
with his 160-pound frame per­ 
ched atop two-inch cowboy boot 
heels. 
He is 40 but looks younger. 
Goebel had run for a House 
seat in 1870 and was defeated. 
When he decided to run again 
last year his hair was halfway 
down his back. 
“ I did clean up my act con­ 
sider ably... You had to satisfy 
people who were more con­ 
servative.” he said. 
Previously, 
Goebel’s only 
public service was as a member 
of the North Hills school board, 
where he was usually on the 
losing end of 8-1 votes. 
He worked for 22 years as a 
s h e e tm e ta l 
w o rk er 
a fte r 
dropping out of Carnegie-Mellon 
art school. He still works part- 
tim e as an artist, giving vans 
and motorcycles deluxe paint 
jobs. 
H e’s 
m a rrie d 
with 
four 
children, the oldest a 18-year-old 
sheetm etal worker. 
Goebel sprinkles just enough 
skewered 
gram m ar into his 
speech to satisfy the boys back 
in the sheet metal workers union. 
“ The ones I like best is them 
S portsters,” 
he 
said 
of 
a 
newfound yearning to have a 
motorcycle of his owe. 
At other tim es his syntax 
rem ains unscrambled as he 
discusses capital investments or 
nongraded 
school 
reporting 
systems. 
He views the dollar bill with 
unabashed reverence. 
“ On the school board. I was 
Jike probably what you’d call the 
lone dissenter on a lot of spen­ 
ding things,*1" be said. 
In Harrisburg, he includes the 
Appalachian trail among those 
spending things. 
Conservationist* have 
wat­ 
ched with horror as commercial 
development 
threatened 
the 
trail 
in 
Pennsylvania. 
They 
recently went to a meeting of the 
House Conservation Committee 
to plead for $500,000 In protec­ 
tion. 
Goebel’s idea of conservation 
is saving money, not the en­ 
vironment. 
“ Sure, th at’s a worthwhile 
trail to save and all that. (But) if 
it’s going to cost $500,000, I’m 
going to be against the trail,’’ he 
said. 
On other issues, Goebel Is 
convinced the gas and oil in­

Teen-agers go on spending spree with $14 million 


WACO, Tex. ( A P) — When the 
two teen-agers left their south 
Texas home, they had only the 
clothes 
on 
their backs, 
two 
ounces of marijuana and two 
suitcases — stuffed with nearly 
$500,000 In cash. 
Thus equipped for a trip to 
C h icag o , 
they 
launched 
a 
bizarre, often comical, two-day 
spending spree. It ended in the 
Waco jail drunk tank where a 
prostitute 
offered 
to 
marry 
them. 
The Alice, Tex., high school 
sophom ores, Dean Bridges, 15, 
and Percy G arcia, 16, say they 
dug up the cash from a hiding 
place on Bridges' father’s ranch 
and found that with $500,000 you 
can: 
—Pay a bellboy $3,000 to buy a 
1077 Thunderbird for $8,000 in 
cash and drive it off a Dallas 
showroom floor. 
—Give $100 gifts to winos and 
$20 tips to waiters. 
—Stay at a downtown Dallas 
hotel and go on shopping sprees 
to buy cameras, clothes and 
stereo equipment. 
The money, in $20, $50 and $100 
bills, now sits in a Waco bank 
while a grand jury investigates 
its source. The car, with less 
than 500 miles on it, is gathering 
dust in the McLennan County 
garage. 
B r id g e s ’ 
fath er, 
J a m e s 
Hirom s 
(B ridges 
uses 
his 
stepfather’s name), a welder 
and racehorse owner, went to 
jail in Alice on Thursday rath er 
than testify about the origin of 
the m oney, which south Texas 
law 
en fo rcem en t 
o ffic e r s 
believe 
is 
related 
to 
drug 
smuggling. 
“ Nobody keeps that kind of 
m o n ey 
around 
h ere 
for 
groceries,’’ 
said one 
officer, 
explaining that Alice is at the 
c r o s s r o a d s 
of 
n o rth b o u n d 
m ariju an a 
pipelin es 
from 
Mexico. 
Bridge's' attorneys have filed 
a formal claim for the cash and 
Garcia's 
attorneys 
say 
they 
might claim it. The Internal 
R e v e n u e Service has filed a 
$300,000 lien. 
“ I want to drive that car out of 
the garage,’* Bridges said as he 
brushed dust from the blue auto. 
“ I’ve got a good lawyer. I think 
I’ve got a good chance to get it.” 
The slender, shy Bridges said 
in 
an 
interview 
with 
The 
Associated Press that he had 
known 
for five 
months that 
som ething valuable — m aybe 
money — was buried on his 
father’s barren, dusty ranch 
near 
Alice In 
a 
quail 
pen. 
guarded 
by 
two 
doberman 
pinschers and Satan, a vicious 
German shepherd attack dog. 
“ I seen somebody bury it 
th ere,” Bridges said. “ I looked 
out my window from my room 
one night at dusk and watched 
him.” 
Bridges said that after a fight 
with 
his father Jan. 29, 
he 
decided to get whatever was 
buried there and “ get as far 
a way from Alice as we could.” 
B ridges said he easily pacified 
the dogs and dug for the money 
with 
G arcia, 
a former high 
school 
football 
player, 
and 
another teen-ager, John Rose. 
“ We 
w ere 
going 
crazy, 
throwing up dirt until Percy 
threw his pick down there and 
hit som ething,” said Bridges. 
“ We w ere jumping around and 
yelling, ‘You hit it! You hit it! 
We struck it rich!* 
The money was in $10,000 
packets in a red ice chest. 
Garcia said a piece of notebook 
paper with “500.000” scrawled 
on it was the first thing he saw 
when he opened the chest. 


“ My first thought was to get a 
car and go as far away from 
Texas 
as 
we could,” 
added 
Bridges. 
“ All I could say was ‘Wow!' ” 
said Garcia. “ I just kept saying 
it.” 
The cash wouldn’t fit into one 
big suitcase. “ It was so heavy 
the handle broke and the suit­ 
case fell in the mud,” said 
Bridges. 
The youths gave Rose $4,000, 
stuffed their jeans with handfuls 
of bills and lugged the two 
suitcases of cash to the bus 
station. 
Bridges 
had cram m ed 
his 
father's 9mm automatic pistol in 
his underwear, where it kept 
slipping 
down 
his 
leg, 
and 
Garcia left his mother a note 
saying he’d be back soon. 
The teen-agers nearly lost the 
money twice, they said. 
In San Antonio, they left the 
suitcases on the bus during a 
stop. 
“ We were drunk. We Just got 
off the bus and left the 1500.000 
on It,” said Bridges. The suit­ 
cases were still there w hen they 
reboarded. 
A fter arriving at a Dallas 
hotel, Bridges and Garcia filled 
tlielr pockets with about $6,000 
each and left for a shopping trip. 
They shoved the money-filled 
suitcases under their bed and 
left about $2 in change on a 
table. 


A 


“ When we got back, we found 
out the maid 
had stole the 
change,” said Bridges. "There 
was half a million dollars in cash 
under the bed." 
At n Dallas bar, Bridges of­ 
fered $1,000 to Gilbert Bailey, a 
wiry-haired 
Brazilian 
bellhop 
who spoke with a thick accent, 
as a fee to buy them a car. 
Neither 
boy 
had 
a 
driver’s 
license. 
After the youths counted out 


$10,000 
in 
$100 
bills 
at 
the 
dealerships, the three hacked 
the $8,800 car off the showroom 
floor, 
Bailey, who kept the extra 
$2,000, was later detained by 
custom s officials in Miami, Fla., 
w here he was waving: handfuls 
of bills. 
The teen-agers had set out for 
Chicago because, “ It looked like 
as far away from Alice as you 
could go.” But they made a 


i 


wrong turn and ended up in 
Waco, 100 miles south of Dallas. 
“ We had smoked some joints 
and drunk some beer and that 
was when we got lost,” said 
Bridges. He was driving when a 
rookie Waco patrolman stopped 
the youths for running a red 
light, about 36 hours after they 
had left Alice. 
They stayed in jail four days 
after police found the gun and 
marijuana. 
They 
were 
very 


popular 
with 
other 
Inmates, 
Bridges said 
"One of the whores in the next 
cell even offered to marry us If 
we would buy her a car,” he 
said. 
B ridges 
has 
since 
been 
c le a re d 
of 
th e 
w eap ons 
possession charge, but Garcia 
was declared delinquent on the 
marijuana charge. Disposition 
of his case has been transferred 
to Alice. 


Both 
boys 
h a v e 
been 
suspended 
from 
school 
for 
truancy. Garcia is living with 
his parents. Bridges lives with 
his mother and stepfather in 
Robstown, near Alice. 
One Los Angeles-based movie 
producer said the boys will 
make a profit “ In six figures” 
for the rights to their story. 
“ I Just want to get my money 
out of the bank and my car out of 
the garage," said Bridges,

As it shot through tunnels and 
around m edieval towns in the 
hills of Umbria north of Rome, 
the speed reached 114 miles an 
hour. 
The speed was kept at that for 
the 3xpcrim ental run hut what 
counts, according to rail ex­ 
ports. is the track capacity. 
They said locomotive power is 
easy to regulate in accordance 
with track conditions. 
Bernard H. de FontgaHand,

Association, said the track is the 
fastest in Western Europe. It 
equals the speed capacity of 
Ja p a n ’s Tokyo-Osaka run and a 
freight track in Poland.

for its recipients Medicaid said 
Hicks'

be 
dropped March 1. 
The Florida Departm ent of

Services stepped in and said that 
w ith o u t 
M ed icaid . 
H ick s 
wouldn’t be perm itted to remain 
at the center in this central 
Florida community. 
T h at’s because a patient there 
needs an income of at least $830 
a month, and Hicks won’t have 
that without the Medicaid, 
Mrs. Crawford said that when 
Hicks’ pension was increased,

High-speed passenger traffic 
on tracks already laid is ex ­ 
pected to begin in May and to be 
extended to Florence In three 
years.

They found that 24. or slightly 
less than one patient per 1,000, 
were considered to have died as 
a result of a drug or group of 
drugs. In a previous study of 
6,200 patients in Boston, they 
had found the rate was 4 per 
1,000. 
The researchers, Jane Porter 
and Dr. Hershel Jick of the 
Boston 
Collaborative 
Drug 
Surveillance Program at Boston 
University’s 
medical 
center, 


said the first study was con­ 
ducted in a chronic disease 
hospital.

The death rate attributable to 
drug therapy ranged from zero 
in Israel and Italy to 1.4 per 
thousand in New Zealand, they 
said. The rate in the United 
States was 1.2.

For more than two years, Tom 
Schalata has kept a dream alive. 
His vision has been one of 
modest grandeur * a renovation 
of a Pottstown landmark, which, 
at one time, had been scheduled 
for the demolition crane. 
. Almost single-handedly, the 
Firestone Tire & Rubber em ­ 
ploye prevented the old Reading 
and 
Pennsylvania 
Railroad 
Station from being razed in 1975. 
And after scores of letters to 
local, state and federal officials, 
including Gov. Shapp and U.S. 
Secretary 
of 
Transportation 
William Coleman Jr., Schalata 
thought his dream would come 
true. 
, 
But nearly two years have 
past and the doors leading to the 
statio n ’s 
expansive 
waiting 
room and ticket office remain 
closed. And the1 opening of the 
station 
as 
a 
transportation 
center for both rail and bus lines 
has never materialized. 
Recently, however, Schalata’s 
hopes have risen again. 
He 
received a letter from a regional 
director of the state’s mass 
transportation 
administration, 
noting $560 million will be spent 
in the Philadelphia region over 
the next four years for mass 
transit. And Schalata said a 
portion of the money could be 
spent in rehabilitating the more 
than 50-year-old station. 
“ If Philadelphia can spend 
some $909 million for a tunnel, 
why can’t Pottstown receive 
$100,000 for a transportation 
center?" he asks. 
Schalata said he was back in 
the 
letter 
writing 
business, 
drawing diagrams for his mass 
transit plan, attaching letters 
from 
public 
officials, 
and 
snapping photographs of the 
historic stone building to be sent 
to local and county depart­ 
ments. 
Letters have been sent to the 
Borough of Pottstown and the 


Redevelopment 
Authority 
of 
Montgomery County, Schalata 
noted, yet he has not received an 
answer in 
more than three 
weeks. 
In addition he has contacted 
the Delaware Valley Regional 
Planning Commission and plans 
to send a similar packet of in­

Schalata called the letter from 
the mass transit departm ent 
“encouraging." He has followed 
the director’s advise, hoping the 
various departm ents will see the 
need for such a project. “ The 
trend is toward more public 
transportation in the country," 
Schalata said. “ My idea is to 
sandblast the stonework of the 
building, repaint the interior 
and exterior woodwork, 
and 
reopen 
the 
waiting 
room,, 
newstand and other facilities as 
well as the ticket windows." 
In 
addition, 
Schalata 
has 
proposed moving the Trailways 
Bus Depot from Hanover Street 
to the station. “ The station could 
be staffed as it was in the past 
and 
persons 
could 
have 
a 
comfortable waiting area, away 
from all the elements." 
He added there were enough 
ticket windows in the old station 
to be used by both bus and rail 
com m uters. 
“ The 
entrance 
could be repaved and lined with 
shrubbery and dogwood trees 
and 
could 
have 
overhead 
lighting like High Street." 
A small area of the station is 
currently 
being 
used: 
for 
a 
waiting room, Schalata noted, 
but the remaining sectio ,s have 
been closed for nearly four 
years. “The Reading Railroad 
closed it, stating it cost too 
much, they said they didn't have 
the funds.” “ It’s a landmark in 
Pottstown," he continued, “ and 
rather than talk about selling it, 
I think we should look at using it 
for the community benefit."

U.S. sets talks with Brazil on nuclear deal 
BRASILIA, Brazil (AP) - A 
high-level U.S. delegation 
arrives here this week for 
sensitive talks on Brazil’s 
controversial nuclear deal with 
West Germany, a cherished 
project of the Brazilians that is 
strongly opposed by the Carter 
administration. 
The meeting on Tuesday, 
cloaked in secrecy unusual even 
for Brazil's military govern­ 
ment, is expected to be a clash of 
wills between this rapidly in­ 
dustrializing and ambitious 
country and the United States, 
which plays a key role in 
financing Brazil’s economic 
development. 
The American delegation is 
headed by Undersecretary of 
State Warren Christopher, who 
also led talks in Washington with 
the West German government 


about its multibillion-dollar 
nuclear deal with Brazil. He will 
meet with Brazilian Foreign 
Miniter Azeredo da Silveira. 
A U.S. Embassy spokesman 
said the U.S.-Brazilian talks will 
be “tightly sealed.”' evidently to 
avoid offending the Brazilians, 
who have been highly sensitive 
to U.S. pressure against the 
nuclear deal. 
The United States opposes the 
German-Brazilian agreement 
because it would give Brazil the 
eq u ip m en t to produce 
plutonium , an essential 
ingredient for making nuclear 
weapons, and could lead to 
further proliferation of nuclear 
know-how. 
L ast N ovem ber, then- 
President-elect Carter said he 
would seek through normal 
diplomatic channels to abrogate 


th e sale of plutonium 
reprocessing plants to Brazil, as 
well as a similar deal between 
France and Pakistan. 
The Americans and other 
nuclear powers have been wary 
of letting nuclear technology 
spread since India exploded a 
nuclear device in May 1974 with 
plutonium from a Canadian- 
supplied reactor. 
The G erm an-B razilian 
agreement, signed 19 months 
ago, provides for the largest 
wholesale transfer of nuclear 
technology ever contracted 
between two states, and both 
sides expect a rich return. 
For Brazil, the agreement is 
the culmination of more than 20 
years of efforts to gain access to 
technology which would make it 
an independent nuclear power. 
It will eventually give Brazil as 


many as eight giant nuclear 
reactors each capable of 
generating 1,300 megawatts of 
power. 
For West Germany, the deal 
provides a 'bonanza in contracts 
and makes it likely the Germans 
will eventually get access to 
Brazil's so far undetermined 
deposits of uranium, the major 
fuel in nuclear reactors. The* 
deposits here are thought to be 
vast. 
The Brazilian government has 
announced it will accept no 
interference in its deal with 
West Germany. And inJ8onn. the 
Foreign Ministry has insisted 
the Brazilian deal includes 
ample controls and safeguards 
against proliferation of nuclear 
technology.

"There must be something 
wrong with somebody whom 
everybody likes,” the attractive 
49-year-old lady from Texas said 
Friday in a farewell interview.

Times Diary, a daily column in 
London's

newspaper, put it last May. 
When the novelty of having a 
woman ambassador from Texas 
who was reputed to 'be1 a crack 
shot wore off, the press stopped 
calling her "The Wild West 
Lady" and started calling her 
"poised and beautiful."

telling the British 
what they, in the midst of tough 
economic and social problems, 
desperately needed to hear. 
“ We believe in you,” she told 
them . "We need, you, and you 
will endure." 
"1 think they sensed that Anne 
Armstrong liked this country,” 
she said. "I like and respect and 
have faith in them."

country and found something to 
compliment wherever she was. 
She told Manchester, a typical 
industrial city, she liked the 
“ solidity of the buildings."

can they hold the line against 
inflation, now running at 16.6 per 
cent annually; will they find a 
way not to chase1 away the 'best 
people; and can they erase still- 
apparent vestiges of an old class 
system? 
Mrs. Armstrong came here at 
a fortunate time for her. It was 
the Bicentennial Year and the 
United States was popular. She 
says she still doesn't know why 
President Ford appointed her to

Aspin soys military 
retirees are young 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Rep. 
Les Aspin, D-Wis.. said Sunday 
that 28 per cent of military men 
retiring on pensions are still in 
their 90*s. 
Aspin said almost all the 
young pensioners are receiving 
average weekly federal pension 
checks of about $100, and that 
the checks will be adjusted: 
periodically for inflation. 
"Of course, $100 a week isn’t a 
living wage. But these men go on 
to second careers and second 
paychecks so the pension check 
is icing on the cake." 
Aspin is sponsoring legislation 
to 
c h a n g e 
the 
military 
ret irement 
s ys te m. 
One 
provision would withold pension 
payments for future retirees 
until 
the 
common 
civilian 
retirem ent age range of 55 to 62. 
Aspin said defenders of the 
current pension system say the 
early payments makeup low pay 
while in uniform. "The pay used 
to be low,"1 hie said, "but no 
more." 
Aspin said only three-tenths of 
one per cent of military men are 
retiring at ages of 60 or above, 
and only 10.3 percent are 50 or 
above.

League, admitted

Western-Imported Jeans fad has 
caught on for good in the Soviet 
Union; It quoted Vyacheslav 
Zaitsev, chief artist of the All- 
Union House of Fashion, as 
noting "the universality of jeans 
is unquestionable and there is 
nothing to replace them . " 
But Zaitsev made clear that 
jeans are not proper for every 
Socialist occasion. 
"If your Jeans are clean and 
pressed, then with a jacket and 
sweater they can be acceptable 
clothing even for going to the 
theater. But here it must be 
noted: to a youth or student 
theater, please, but not to the 
Bolshoi."

The Moskovsky Komsomoiets 
acknowledgement that jeans are 
in the Soviet Union to stay is a 
far cry from the attitude of a 
cotton industry official in 1973.
